beon so pointedly dwelt upon by: Go- 
vernor Hennessy in his speech, has 
beon obtained, “Ihe revenue estimated 
to be received in 1881 is $1,080,653— 
as compared, let us say with the .re- 
venue actually received’ in 1877, viz., 
£1,005,312.08. Upon the following 
items an increase upon 1877 is shown— 
Licenses (opium), $69,671 ; Taxes (Po- 
lice &e.), $52,147; Postage, $42,346; 
making in all, $164,163, There is a 
reduction in the Land Revenue, as com- 
pared with 1877, of. 866,856 ; so that 
the increase upon the principal items 
mentioned is $97,807, or nearly a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, This is. un- 
doubtedly very satisfactory in itself, 
although “it has its drawbacks, One of 
tho items of increage is that obtained by 
the reversion from ten per cent to twelve 
er cent on the Police and Lighting 
rates ($52,147);. and this step was 
certainly not acquiesced in by the ci 
munity with the view of merely obtain- 
ing a “surplus”: it was heartily  ac- 
cepted_on. the ‘understanding that: the 
reat ideas entertained by Governor 
Fiennessy for the good of the Colony 
were to be carried out. Have thesa 
idens, or any of them, become realities? 
This question can be answered by any 
one who hos taken an intelligent interest 
in Hongkong . affairs for the last three 
years.” An. ingenious dofender of the 
Governor, writing some time since, re- 
gretted that the. surplus was not: used 
asa means for reducing Taxation; but 
when it is seen that. over half of the 
surplus has-been obtained by an increase 
of the Policd and Lighting rate (after o 
show had been made of reducing it), 
this suggestion sounds rather hollow. 
We have already taken objection to the 
figures presented by Governor Hennessy, 
vibieh exbibit.'a surplus, on the ground.

with a point of resistance which ‘could be 
casily crushed, like Magdala, so as effectual-

We bolfove that it is the intention of the 
Hon, W, H. Marsh, the Colonial Seorelary, 
to leave Kn,land from Hongkong in the 
latter part of next month, in which case he 
will arrive here about the ond of October. 
Itia most carnestly to be desired that the 
questions saised by Governor Hennensy’s 
ayetem of ‘' personal” Government will be 
aot at rost before Mr Marsh’s arrival. 

A cosngsronpext draws our attention to 
the fact that the whole of the European and 
Portaguose ptail of the Surveyor General’s 
Department (about fourtesn) attended the 
faneral of their late fellow-ofticar, Mr 
Prestage, We gladly record this graceful 
tribute to tho memory of a deceased Go- 
vernment nae by thore associated 
with him lo the Department, and we do so 
the more readily an the paragraph previously 
published failed to note the circumstance, 


Tais is what the Pall Mall Gazette has to- 
day about the Shanghai Mixed Court; we 
give it as 8 newspaporial curiosity. :— 

At Shanghai, where we and some otber 
European nations and the United States 
havo entablinhmonts, native criminals aro 
dealt with by what is called a ‘mixed 
court” It isso called, no doubt, becatse 
a European or American consul or other 
rosidunt sits with the Chinese judge ; but 
in all other respects it bas little pretension 
to Its title ; for its courea of procedure and 
{is punishments appear to be of Chivese 
barbarism, unmixed with tho faintest trace 
of European conse or bumsnity. Thus, a 
prisonor who refuses to divulge the names 
of hie accomplices is ordered to receive fifty 
blows on the faco; and if these, adininister 
ad apparently on the spot, fail lo overcome 
his ocntamaoy, another fifty may b> ordered. 
Beating the ankles with bammerr, and 
knoelins on chains with the feot braced up, 
ore other me bods «f persuasion which are 


attacked by soveral boats of pirates. In 
tho potition it was stated that some ten 
persons were drowned and the moat cir- 
cumatantial acoyunt was given of the whole 
affair, It now turned out that at the 
very time his junk was, asccordiug to 
his story, boarded between Hoihow 
and Yau-ma-ti and this terrible piracy was 
committed, this same man was at Ysq-ma- 
ti whore he stole the jacket of the man now 
in the witness box. The prisover Jaid an 
information before the Captain ~uper- 
intendent of Police about this same piracy 
on which the police took aation ; hie whole 
story proved to be utterly false. The In- 
spector handed tho Magistrate the papers 
connected with the case which bia Worship 
read i—~ 

‘The first was the information laid before 
Captain Deane, In this, defendant eaid he 
did not know the name of the master or 
owner of the junk to which he belonged ; 
she had no name, her number was 67 H; 
she belonged to Hoihow. Her capacity was 
850 pionls ; the crew numbered 12. There 
were no passengers, The cargo consisted of 
60 live pigs 15 bags medicine, 55 bdls. 
of cow hides, 30 pieces of native flax goods 
and 160 wooden chair poles. Oo the 1th 
August and at2am,, the jock was ata 
placed called Kow Lam near Wong Kum 
Inland, a quarter of a mile from the shore, 
aud some 7 miles from Macao, when they 
were attacked. Two men and two women 
were killed; two men fell overboard ; 
and two children aged 8 years and 6 years, 
wore algo killed. Tho junk left Hoihow on 
tho 4th August, bound for Macao. He ar- 
tived at Kowloon on the 15th, and anchor- 
ed in consequetice of heavy rain and adverse 
tide. At 2 a.m., three snake boats with 
20 men in each, paddled alongside and fired 
at the jank. Tho fighting continued fir 
about ha an hour, at which time the mas- 
ter and ono of the crow were shot. The 
pirates than boarded the junk and killed 
two women, Ioformant and three other 
men jumped overboard, The pirates set 
firo to the junk after removing the 
maater’s two sons, and presumably the 
whole or part of the cargo. The fe- 
males killed were the wife ol the mastar 
and his daughter, aged 13 years. laformant 
was ploked up by a fishing boat which 
brought him to Aberdeon, He presumes 
bia comrades were picked up, too, asall who 
jumped overboard were provided with 
planks, Informant thinks he could identify 
tho boat, but would not know tho pirates. 

All the above, the informant declared be- 
fore Captain Deane, solemnly and sincerely, 
to be true. 

Chun Shu Tai proved the defondant 


gatting him to consent to go with him to 
join one of the revenue cruisor’s boats 
which he professed to know all about. Pri* 
soner borrowed o jacket from bim anda 
puir of troneers, Prisoner told bim to wait 
for him while be called at « certain house 
(sn opium shop). Prisoner wont in and he 
saw no more of him. This was on the 
18th,

. Defendant pleaded not guilty. 
John Mitchell, sworn, 

Chief Engineer of the B: ateamer 
dmerica. I am at present ataying at the 
Viotoris Ulub, Wyndbam Street. “Yesterday 
morning about 10.90 to 10.45 I bad ocos- 
sion to go to Moore Seimund’s atore, 
Praya, near the Canton Wharf. I had 
been there about five minutes talking to Mr 
Selmund and the Oapt. of the Penedo, Do. 
fendant came up to me and put bis iand on 
ty shoulder. He was ina very exalted con- 
dition, He astd he wanted to speak to me 
when I was disengaged. He stood glaring 
at me through the rails which are round the 
office in which I was with Mr Seimund and 
Capt. Usine. Mer Seimund then took tho 
tlefendant to another part of thr store and 
tried to pacify him. I saw whay was going 
on. While I continued my conversation 
with Capt, Caine L debated with myself 
whether I should meet him there or 
not, I. thought “it. better -to see 
what ho wanted with mo then, and 
thus avold the unpleasantness of meeting 
him on the street, and perhups having a 
public scene. So [ went to’ where Mr Sel- 
mund and the defendant wera, and said F 
was ready to see tim, if he had any. buai- 
neas with me. He put his hand.on my 
shoulder, gripped my shoulder I should 
rather asy, and aaid he wanted me to come 
out. . I-refased to go outside, He said,—

I 
did all tbat wee in my power to get 
bim cut of thoso difficulties I fancy 
that he thinks that I have said some- | 
thing about him since rflecting on his 
character, and in connection with 
these cironmstanoss I have mentioned. 
1 have not done wo. I judge that he aus- 
pected that not because there fis any 
shadow of a cause for such.svspiolon but 
because of what he said about by having 
defamed bis character. I have never io 
any way or other, my word or deed, 
slandered him or attempted to take away 
his good name; rather the contrary. I 
have always defended him when, in his ab- 
sence, I have heard him spoken ill of in 
company. I have always spoken well of 
bim so faras I knew of him, { have sald 
I did not koow much of him,jbut I kaew 
all about the f.cts whioh generally pro- 
yoked the mention of his name. After the 
assault I suffered greatly from nervous 
exeltement, I was not injured extornal y 
by the assault eo as to show any great 
marks which I can point to now, but the 
assault did {njare me conslderably. So 
much #0 that my frionds advisad me to call 
in Dr Young, which I did. I was confioed 
tomy bed all yesterday until late in the 
afternoon, when [ was just able to come up 
to the Magiatracy to tate out this som- 
mons. Ihave no doctor's certificate as to 
the fnjury caused to my nervous 5; stem b; 
this assault. It did not strike mo that ft 
was necossary to secure such, else I could 
have done, so. It did not strike mo that 
Your Worship could not legally understand 
what lojuries were committed unlesa Your 
Worship had a cortificate put in. I was 
for several hours quite unable to pull my- 
6-lf together at all. I am certainly not 
recovered at the present moment from the 
effects of the assault, I am atill suffering 
very considerably from nervous excite ment 
caused by the assan ¢ complainant made on 
me, Iam in bodily fear of him. 1 believe 
that when [ go outside these gates be may 
repeat this ass:ult, I go by bis own 
words ; the threats he made me, I am in 
bodily fear of meeting him again,

On October 5th tendera 
were advortised for jn the Government 
Gazette ; tenders were invited for the opium 
monopoly for “the p-riod of thr-e yaw 
from the Ist March 1879. The defendant 
Ban Hop tendered in hia own name for 
the said opiam monopoly at an auoual rent 
of $205,000, payable in monthly instal- 
meuts, and ho was deolared the highest 
bidder and the purchaser of the same for 
the period of thres yeara from the Ist of 
March 1879. Aftor his tender had been 
accepted, bot before the said license had 
bean issued, he entered into an arrange- 
ment with the plaintiffs and with a number 
of other persons to furm s company oF 00- 
partnership for the purpose of working the 
monopoly in their common interest, and 
for their ose and benefit, and for the pur- 
pose of raising the nooussary capital for the 
purpose. On the th of February, 1879, 
in further pursuanos of the sald arrange- 
ment, articles of agreement in writing were 
duly made and entered into by and between 
the respective partios, and the soveral other 
persons whose names are subscribed. The 
plaintiffs agreed to abide by the said arti- 
cles of agreement for the period therein 
mentione:; copy of tho articles of agr:e- 
ment was sppended to the plaintiffs’ 
petition. The company so formed was 
to be registered as a limited company ua- 
der the provisions of Ord.

(Japan Mail.) 

The Mainichi Shinbun contains the fol- 
lowing recent correspondence from the port 
of Gensan, Corea :-— 

The Japanese man-of-war, Amaki Kan, 
went through a number of naval manwuvras 
in Gensan at the end of last month, which 
greatly surprised both strangers and natives. 

t is said that this was done with the object 
of overawing the anti-foreign party. On 
the 9th of Jaly instant, a sailing vessel 
belonging to Okura & Oo., arrived hore. 
This is tho first time a sailing ship has 
visited tho port of Gensan. Her Britannio 
Majosty's sloop-of war Peg crus steamed into 
harbour on the 7th. The captain landed, 
had on interviow with Consul-General Maida 
and the ship sailed again the aame night. 
I have heard that the Governor of Tokagen 
Fa strongly objected to the English mane 
of-war anchoring, and asked the Consal:- 
General to induce the captain to leave 
as quickly as possible. The Corean 
Government has. made a contract for 
the constraction of @ wharf with Messrs 
Ukara and Co., the; coat of which will

currently ramoared that large numbers 
of the onti-foreign party have flocked 
to Genaan. This has caused the Consal- 
General much anxiety, and ho is koeplng a 
strict watch on their proceedings. I hear 
on good authority that the rumour was set 
afloat by the Corean officials, with the iden 
of terrifying the Japanese residents.

The 
trip is made once month, and it takes a 
long time, say thirty days, in going end 
returning.

EMANCIPATION OF SLAVES IN 
NETHERLANDS INDIA, © 

The emancipation of slaves by Govern- 
ment is béing proceeded with in Nether- 
lands India, the latest recorded instance 
being that of the slaves in Pangkalan 
Kotta Baru and XII Kotta Baru, two 
recently annexed districts in the Padang 


Highlands. The following partioalars 


are from the official report published at 
the beginning of this month and translated 
from the Javasche Courant for the Straite 
Times — 

“The ceretmouy ‘accompanying the 
liberation of ‘on. slaves pale 
as follows, On ground selected outside 
the village or campong, a capacious and 
ueat building decorated with flags and 
coloured cloth was constructed for the’ 
feast to be given to the le; « portion 
of an unfinished house being converted 
into = grand stand for the Assistant 
Resident of the L, Kottas and the other 
Officials, Early in tho morning of the 
17th April the Aesistant . Resident 
and the Controlear were waited upon 
by s deputation of headmen who ac- 
companied them to the festive gathering 
placo where they occupied positions 
axsigned to them, The headmen of the 
village of Kotta Bara arranged them- 
selves in a circle around the grant within 
a covered space, while the ownors of the 
slaves and the slaves themeelves and 
with them the people who had flocked 
thither placed themselves in front, Tho 
remaining headmen and the native 
personnel sat down to the right and left 
of the Europoan officiala, After thig, 
the Assistant Rosidont addressed the as- 
sembled multitude in the Malay language, 
He gave the reasons which liad led the 
Government to abolish slavery, acknow- 
ledgod the co-operation afforded by’ the . 
headmen and slave owners in carryin 
out this measure, and finally ex; 


the Government on the unfree might 
result in their greater attachment to the 
Government, and in the promotion of 
the,prosperity 1 ad development of Kotta 
Baru and the whole district. The 
alloted ‘compentation was then paid: out 
to the owners of tho alaves, after which 
the Assistant Resident, in the name of 
the King and of the Governor General, 
declared that in the bat oem district 
there. would no longer be people owned 
by others and that all persons of whate 
aver desoont possessed equal fraedom, 
The ceremony conolading with this, the 
Asst, Resident invited alf those present, 
including several headmen from Gingur,
